Claims 200, 223-239 and 261-320 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 200, 223-239 and 261-320 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 200, 223-225, 261, and 320 now renumbered 
as claims 1,31, 32, 33, 48, and 78 are directed to an interface 
module configured to establish a relationships between the 
selected onboard vehicle data and levels of risk in usage to base 
an insurance system. 

The closest prior art of record, Tobey (US 6,714,894 B1) and Burge 
(US 2002/01 1 1 725 A1 ) do teach interface modules with risk 
assessment of vehicle data. 

However, the closest prior art of record do not teach or fairly 
suggest that wirelessly receive selected onboard vehicle data

monitored by an in-vehicle data monitoring device that is present in the 
amended claims. 

Dependent claims 226-239 and 262-319 (now renumbered as 
claims 2-30, 34-47, and 49-77) incorporate the allowable subject 
matter of their respective independent claims, through dependency, 
and are also allowable for the same reasons.
